Pollution 
Linked to 
Lower IQ 


Research: Smog can harm 
brain development in kids 


CHICAGO I Researchers for the first time 
have linked air pollution exposure before 
birth with lower IQ scores in childhood, 
bolstering evidence that smog may harm 
the developing brain. 

The results are in a study of 249 children 
ofNew York City women 
who wore backpack air 
monitors for 48 hours 
during the last few 
months of pregnancy. 

They lived in mostly 
low-income neighbor- 
hoods in Manhattan 
and the Bronx, They had 
varying levels of expo- 
sure to typical kinds 
of urban air pollution, 
mostly from car, bus 

and truck exhaust, 

At age 5, the children were given IQ 
tests. Those exposed to the most pollution 
before birth scored on average four to five 
points lower than children with less expo- 
sure, said Frederica Perera, the study’s lead 
author and director of the Columbia Center 
for Children’s Environmental Health, 

The findings suggest exposure to air 
pollution before birth could have the same 
harmful effects on the developing brain as 
exposure to lead, said Patrick Breysse, an 
environmental health specialist at Johns 
Hopkins’ school of public health, “It’s a pro- 
found observation,” he said, (ap)

Military Confirms Soldier’s Capture 



Taliban release video 
of man taken on the 
Afghanistan border 

HAILEY, IDAHO I A soldier from 
Idaho who disappeared from his 
base in Afghanistan has been cap- 
tured, the Pentagon confirmed 
Sunday, a day after he was seen in 
a Taliban video 
posted online. 

The Defense 
Department 
released the 
name of Pfc. 
Bowe R. Berg- 
dahl, 23, who 
was serving with 
an Alaska-based infantry regi- 
ment. The private was serving at a 
base near the border with Pakistan 
in an area known to be a Taliban 
stronghold. 

The 28 -minute video provid- 
ed the first public glimpse of the 
missing American, He said in 
the video he was lagging a patrol 
when he was captured, which 
conflicts with earlier military 
accounts that indicated he left 
the base with three Afghans. The 


Pentagon gave no details of the 
kidnapping. 

It wasn’t clear who initially 
captured Bergdahl, but the U.S. 
command in Afghanistan said he 
was being held by the Taliban and 
condemned the video as a viola- 
tion of international law. 

“I’m glad to see he appears 


unharmed, but, again, this is a Tal- 
iban propaganda video,” spokes- 
woman Lt. Cmdr, Christine Siden- 
stricker said. 

In the video, Bergdahl had his 
head shaved and was seen with 
the start of a beard. When asked 
how he was doing, the soldier said: 
“Well I’m scared; scared I won’t be 


able to go home. It is very unnerv- 
ing to be a prisoner,” 

He later choked up when dis- 
cussing his family and his hope to 
marry his girlfriend. 

“I have a very, very good family 
that I love back home in America. 
And I miss them every day when 
I’m gone,” he said, john miller (ap)

M 0 S C 0 W I When Neil Armstrong 
stepped on the surface of the moon, 
it was a first for the Soviet Union — 
the first time the U.S. had beaten 
the USSR in the space race. 

Forty years later, the memory of 
that loss of primacy still seems to 
sting the Russian soul. When state 
TV channel Rossiya reported last 
week on the restoration of video 
footage of the Apollo 11 moon land- 
ing, the account paid a lot of atten- 
tion to dubious conspiracy theories 
that the landing was faked. 



“In the United States, more than 
anywhere else, they are sure of the 
believability of the steps on the 
moon,” the report said, adding that 
Armstrong keeps a very low profile, 
which “also seems strange.” 

For a dozen years before the 
July 20, 1969, moon landing, Mos- 
cow racked up an array of super- 
latives. It was the first to send a 
craft into orbit, with the Sputnik 
satellite in 1957, and even got to the 
moon first when the unmanned 
Luna 2 crashed in 1959. 

But the first human footprint 
on an extraterrestrial body eclipsed 
everything the Soviets had worked

Aside from getting rid of clutter, a 
yard sale is also a chance to get to 
know your neighbors and put your 
entrepreneurial skills to the test.

A Landmark on the Block 


Debt-ridden owners 
set for auetion sale of 
the Watergate Hotel 

The Watergate Hotel lost its luster 
years ago, its marble floors, rich 
colors and grand interiors dusted 
over with age. Its 251 rooms have 
stood empty since 2007, and for a 
year its debt-ridden owners have 
been trying to unload it. On Tues- 
day, the national landmark may 
find its suitor. 

The bank holding the $40 mil- 
lion loan is putting the foreclosed 
property up for auction, and in real 
estate circles, the much-anticipat- 
ed sale is flooding the phones, fax 
lines and e-mail in-boxes of a Dis- 
trict auction house. A luxury hotel 
chain from the Middle East might 
be interested. A big-time developer 
who built the Georgetown water- 


front complex definitely is. So is a 
hotel company from London, not 
to mention dozens of other would- 
be owners. 

Washington’s 26,000-room 
hotel market has remained relative- 
ly stable during the recession, but 
the prospect of a new owner prom- 
ises to return one of the nation’s 
most famous pieces of real estate 
to prominence. 

Paul Cooper, who will be wield- 
ing the gavel, has fielded inquiries 
from media outlets from Tokyo to 
Los Angeles. Many in Washing- 
ton consider it a trophy property 
no matter what. 

But some facts might give pause 
to anyone thinking about snap- 
ping up the empty 12-story hotel 
across from the Kennedy Center 
where the Watergate burglars slept 
before they broke into the adjoin- 
ing office complex in 1972, setting

off the scandal that brought down 
President Richard M. Nixon. 

It has been neglected for years 
and needs $100 million in reno- 
vations just to make it habitable, 
developers familiar with the Water- 
gate say. Monument Realty, which 
bought it for $45 million in 2004, 
has not paid the hotel’s property 
taxes since last year, which trans- 
lates to at least $250,000 the city 
will collect at a sale. 

Even as a vacant building, the 
tab for security, electricity, heat, 
emergency systems, insurance and 
other expenses comes to $100,000

TELEVISION I “Reality-dating tele- 
vision, with a few exceptions, is a 
formulaic genre. 

Typically, a large group of sin- 
gle people vie for the heart of a 
supposedly desirable bachelor/ 
bachelorette. ABC’s new “Dating 
in the Dark” manages a few fresh 
twists on this largely moribund 
format. Instead of the massive 
group of competitors, the show 
features equal numbers of men and 
women. Consequently, there is no 
need for anyone to mud-wrestle, 
eat pig vaginas, kiss Flavor Flav 
or any of the other objectionable 
activities cable dating show con- 
testants regularly endure. Instead, 
each individual is focused on iden- 
tifying his or her best match out 
of the corresponding pool. 

The obvious difference, however, 
is the one mentioned in the show’s 
title. Each gender is segregated into 
separate living quarters, and can 
interact with potential matches 
only in a pitch-black room. 

The “Dating in the Dark” pro- 
ducers did a fine job of casting 
singles who are entertaining with- 
out being intoxicated, hostile or 
skanky, also something of a nov- 
elty for dating programs. 

There’s Leni, a bubbly Austra- 
lian who repeatedly bemoans what 
a burden it is when men fixate on 
her breasts, and wears a tiered 


tutu and ladder fishnets to her 
appearance reveal. 

Steven is an SAT tutor who 
announces, “I’m a genius, literal- 
ly. I’m in Mensa,” and goes on to 
discuss his belief in pheromones 
in extremely creepy detail. 

Alistair, a handsome, sensi- 
tive Brit, is hung up on his pain- 
ful childhood. Awkward Melanie, 
clad in bra strap-revealing hippie 
dress, rhinestone-bedazzled granny 
glasses and a head wrap, is a Judy 
Greer character come to life.

tina, who are comparatively nor- 
mal, and thus possibly capable of 
providing some insight into the 
superficiality of average folks. 

The show concludes with a 
dark-room reveal, in which each 
dater finally gets to see the person 
he or she has selected. The contes- 


tants do not get to speak or even 
see the other person’s reaction 
during this phase. Instead, for 
maximum suspense, each must 
decide whether to meet with their 
date on a balcony or leave the 
house without another word. 

“Dating in the Dark” will 
probably not conclusively resolve 
whether love is blind. It may not 
even result in any successful rela- 
tionships. However, it does man- 
age to offer a less exploitative 
take on reality dating shows.

Password 
To Disaster 


A simple hack can 
leave personal, work 
data exposed easily 

SECURITY BREACH | Breakinginto 
someone’s e-mail can be child’s play 
for a determined hacker, as Twit- 
ter Inc. employees have learned the 
hard way — again. 

For the third time this year, the 
San Francisco-based company 
was the victim of a security breach 
stemming from a simple end-run 
around its defenses. In the latest 
case, a hacker got the password 
for an employee’s personal e-mail 
account and worked from there to 
steal confidential company docu- 
ments. 

The techniques used by the 
attackers highlight the dangers of a 
broader trend promoted by Google 
Inc. and others toward storing more 
data online, instead of on comput- 
ers under your control. 

The shift toward doing more 


over the Web — a practice known 
as “cloud computing” — means that 
mistakes employees make in their 
private lives can do serious dam- 
age to their employers, because a 
single e-mail account can tie the 
two worlds together. 

Stealing the password for some- 
one’s Gmail account not only gives 
the hacker access to that person’s 
personal e-mail, but also to any 
other Google applications he or 
she might use for work. 

That’s apparently what hap- 
pened to Twitter, which shares con- 
fidential data within the company 
through the Google Apps package 
that incorporates e-mail, word pro- 
cessing and spreadsheets. 

Co -founder Biz Stone wrote in 
a blog posting Wednesday that the 
personal e-mail of an unnamed 
Twitter employee was hacked 
about a month ago, and through 
that the attacker got access to the 
employee’s Google Apps account.
